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JOURNAL OF THE SENATE. 


MONDAY, JUNE 3d, 1822. 


The Senate met according to adjournment. 

Present—Ihe Honorable David Dickson, Lieutenant Go- 
vernor and President of the Senate. Messrs. Anderson, Ni- 
cholson, Regan, Spencer, Sessions, and Torrence. 

Mr. Abram M. Scott, a Senator froin the senatorial district 
composed of the county of Wilkinson, elected to fill the va- 
cancy occasioned by the resignation of John Joor, appeared, 
produced his credentials and took his seat. 

On motion of Mr. Torrence, 

Resolved, That the Senate do now proceed to elect a door- 
keeper. 

Messis. Sessions and Scott were accordingly appointed 
tellers. The Senate then proceeded to vote by ballot; and on 
counting the votes ıt appeared that Joseph Pierce was unan~ 
Imously elected. 

Ordered, that the Secretary inform the House of Represen- 
tatives thereof. 

Ordered, that the Door-keeper give his attendance. 

On motion of Mr. Forrence, 

The following Resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That a committee of three members be appointed 
fer the purpose of dratting Rules for the government of this 
House. 

Messrs. Torrence, Nicholson and Anderson were appoint: 
ed,

The Senate adjourned until 9 o’clock to-morrow.

The Senate met according to adjournment. 

-Mr. Torrence, from the committee appointed to draft 
Rules for the government of the Senate, reported the follow- 
ing Rules : 


—>———— 


RULES OF THE SENATE. 
Touching the duties of the President. 


1. He shall take the Chair every day precisely at the 
hour to which they shall have adjourned on the preceding 
day, shall immediately call the members to order, and on the 
appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal of the pre- 
ceding day to be read. 

2 He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to 
points of order in preference to other membess, rising from 
his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the House by any twomembers: On 
which appeal no member shall speak more than once, unless 
bv leave of the House. He shall rise to put a question, but 
may state it sitting. 

3. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: 
“as many as are of opinion that (as the case may be,) say 
Aye,”—‘‘as many as are of a contrary opinion say No.” If 
the President doubt, or if a division be called for, the House 
shall divide; those in the affirmative of the question shall rise 
first from their seats, and afterwards those in the negative. 

4. The President shall have a general direction of the 
Hall. He shall have a right to name any member to perform 
the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend 
beyond an adjournment. 

5. All committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise specially directed by the House, in which. 
case they shall be appointed by ballot: plurality of votes in . 
the appointment of committee shall prevail; and on motion 
of any member and seconded, one or more members may be 
added to any committee, in manner aforesaid. 

6: ‘Inother cases of ballot than tor committee, a majority 
of the votes given shall be necessary to anelection, and when 
there shall not.be such a majority on the first ballot, the ballet. 
shall be repeated until a majority shall be obtained. ' 
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7. All acts, addresses and joint resolutions shall be signed 
by the President; and all warrants and subpcenas issued by 
order of the House, shall be under his hand and seal, attested 
by the Secretary. 

8. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
lobby, the President, or Chairman of the committee of the 
whole House, shall have power to order the same to be clear- 
ed. 

9. As soon as the Journal is read, the President shall ask 
if there are any petitions to be presented; on the petitions 
having been presented and dispused of, reports—first from the 
standing, and then from the select committees, shal] be called 
for and disposed of. The above business shall be done at 
no other part of the day, except by the permission of the 
House. - 


Decorum and Debate. 


16. When any member is about to speak in debate, o? 
to deliver any matter to the House, he shall rise from his 
seat, and respectfully address himself to “Mr. President,” 
and shall confine himself to the question under debate, and . 
avoid personality. 

11. If any member in speaking, or otherwise transgress the 
rules of the House, the President or any other member may 
call to order, in which case the member so called to order 
shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to ex- 
plain; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on the 
case, but without debate; ifthere be no appeal, the decision 
of the Chair shall be submitted to. If the decision be in fa- 
vor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty to 
proceed, if otherwise, and the case require it, he shall be 
liable to the censure of the House. 

12. When two or more members happen to rise at once, 
the President shall name the member who is first to speak. 

13. No member shall speak more thah twice to the same 
question, without leave of the House, nor more than once, 
until every member chosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

14, Whilst the President is putting any question, or ad- 
dressing the House, none shall walk out of or across the: House, 
nor in such case, ‘when a member is speaking shal] entertain 
private discourse, nor when a member is speaking shall pass 
between. him and the Chair. 

15. No member shall vote on any question in the event 
of which he is immediately and particularly interested,- or in 
any case where he is not present when the question was put. 

16. Every member who shall be in the House,when the 
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question is put, shall give his vote, unless the House, for 
special reason shall excuse him. 

17 Whena motion is made and seconded, it sball be 
stated by the President, or being in writing. it shall be handed 
to the Chair and read aloud by the Secretary before debated. 
Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President or 
any member desire it. 

18. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed to be in possesion of the 
House, but may be withdrawn at any time before decision er 
amended. 

19. Whena question is postponed indefinitely, the same 
shall not be acted on again during the session. 

20. The previous question shall be in this form: ‘Shall 
the main question be now put?” it shall only be admitted 
when demanded by a majority of the members present, and 
until it is decided, shall preclude all amendments and further 
debate on the main question. On a previous question there 
shal be no debate. 

21. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received, but to adjourn ; to lie on the table for the prevous 
question; to postpone indefinately ; to postpone to a day 
certain; to commit or amend; which several motions ‘shall 
have precedence in the order they stand arranged. 

22, A motion to adjourn shall be always in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

23. Any member may call fora division of the question 
where the sense will admit of it. 

24. Nonew motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
oolor of amendment, as a substitute for the motion or propo- 
sition under debate. 

25. Whena motion has been once made and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shal] be in order for any member of 
the majority to move for the re-consideration thereof, on the 
same or succeeding day, in case the paper acted on remain se. 
long in the possession of the House, but not afterwards. 

26. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the 
same is objected to by any member, it shall be defermined by 
a vote of the House. ; 

27. The unfinished business in which the House was en- 
gaged at the last preceding adjournment, shall have the pre- 
ference in the order of the day; and no motion of any other 
business shall be received without special leave of the House, 
until the former be disposed of. 

28. Three members of the House shall be sufficient to ad- 
journ ; to calla House ; to send for absent members ; and & 
majority shall be a quorum to pro ceed te businss. 
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29. Upon calls of the House, or in taking the yeas ang _ 
nays, the names of the members shall be called alphabetically. 

30. Any member may excuse himself from serving on 
any committee at the time of his appointment, if be be then 
a member of tivo other committees. 

31. No member shall absent himself from the service of 
the House ualess he have leave, or be sick and unable to at- 
tend. 

32. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House, 
without special leave. 

33. A committee of elections, to consist of three members, 
shall be appointed. 

34. The Secretary shall take an oath, to be administer- 
ed by the President, for the true and faithful discharge of the 
duties of his office, to the best of his knowledge and abilties, 
and shall be deemed to continue in office until another be ap- 
pointed: it shall be his duty to keep and preserve all records 
and other papers introduced and submitted to the considera- 
tion of the House, to furnish such papers as may be committed, 
with the names of the members thaf compose such committee, 
to the Chairman thereof ; and in all things to perform his du- 
ty as Secretary of this House, under the direction of the Pre- 
sident. l 

35. All questions relating to priority of business to be 
acted on, shall be decided without debate. 


Of Bills. 


36. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, ox 
by an order of the House, or the report of a committee. In 
cases of a general nature, one day’s notice at least, shall be 
given of the motion to bring in a bill. : 

.3T. Every bill shall receive three several readings in the 
House, previous to its passage ; and all bills shall be dispatch- 
ed in orderas they were introduced, unless where the House 
shall direct otherwise. But no bill shall be twice read on the 
same day, without special order of the House. 

38. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, 
and if opposition be made to it, the question shall be, “Shall 
the bill be rejected?” Ifno opposition be made, or if the 
question to reject be negatived, the bill shal] go to a second 
reading without a question. ` ; 

39. Upon the second reading ofa bill, the President shali 
state it an ready for commitment or engrossment : and'if com- 
mitted, then the question shall be, ‘‘whether to a select or 
standing committee, or to a committee of the whole House:” 
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H to a committee of the whole House, the House shall deter- 
mine on what day ; and if the bill be ordered to be engrossed, 
the House shall appoint the day, when it shall be read the 
third time. 

40. All bills ordered to be engrossed shall be executed 
in a fair round hand. After a cominitment and report thereof 
to the House, or at any time before its passage, a bill may be 
Fe--ommi'ted. 

4+1. Whena bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Se- 
cretary, noting the day of its passage, at the foot thereof. 


Of Committees of the whole House. 


42. In forming a committee of the whole House, the Pre- 
sident shall leave the Chair, and a Chairman to preside in com- 
mittee, shall be appointed by the President. 

43. Upon bills committed to the committee of the whole 
House, the billshall be first read throughout by the Secretary, 
and then again read and debated by clauses, leaving the pre- 
amble to be last considered; the body of the bill shall not be 
defaced or interlined, but all amendments noting the page and 
line, shall be duly entered by the Secretary, on a seperate pa- 
per, asthe same shall be agreed to by the committee, and se 
reported to the House. After report, the billsball again be 
subject to be débated and amended by clauses, before a ques- 
tion to engross it be taken. 

44. All amendments made to an original motion in com- 
mittee, shall be incorporated with the motion, and so reported. 

45.. All amendments made to a report committed toa 
asommittee of the whole House, shall be voted and reported 
as in cases of bills. 

46. All questions whether in committee or in the House, 
shall be propounded in the order in which they were moved, 
except that in filling up blanks, the largest sum and the long- 
est time shall be first put. 

47. The rules of proceeding in the House, shall he obe 
served in a committee of the whole house, so far as they may 
be applicable, except the rule limiting the time of speaking, 
but no member shall speak twice to any question until every 
member choosing to speak shall have spoken. i 

48. No standing rule or order of the House shall be re- 
scinded or changed without one day’s notice being given of 
the motion therefor. ; 

49. It shall be in order for the committee on earolled bills 
to report at any time. 


ee No bill shall be amended on its passage, unless by a 
vT1Ger. 
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Joint Rules and Orders, for the Government of 
the two Houses. 


Ievery case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in 
Pe ‘House, and dissented to in the otber, if either House shall 
requëst a:conference, and appoint a committee for that pur- 
pose the other house shall also appoint a committee to confer:

of the House by the door keeper and shall be respectfully 
communicated to the Chair by the person by whom it may be 
sent, and a copy thereof deposited on the Clerk’s table-—T he 
same ceremony shall be observed when a message shall be 
sent by the House of Representatives to the Senate. 

3. Messages shall be sent by such persons as a sense of 
propriety in each House may determine to be proper. 

4. While Bills are on their passage between the two 
Houses, they shall be on paper, and under the signature of 
the > Secretary or Clerk of each Hause respectively. 

5. After a Bill shall have passed beth houses it shall be 
duly enrolled by the Clerk of the House of Representatives 
or the Secretary of the Senate, as the Bill may have origi- 
nated in the one or the other House, before it shall be pre- 
sented to the Governor. `’ 

6. When Bills are enrolled, they shall be examined 
by a joint committee of one from the Senate and three from 
the House of Representatives, to be a standing committee 
for that purpose ; who shall carefully compare the enrolled 
Vith the engrossed Bills, as passed in the two Houses, and 
correcting any errors that ‘may be discovered in the enrolled 
Bills, make report forthwith to their respective Heuses. 

7. After examination and report, each Bill shall be signe 
ed in their respective Houses, first by the Speaker ot the 
House of Representatives, then by the President of the Se- 
nate. 

8. After a Bill shall have been signed in each House, it 
Shall be presented by the said committee to the Governor for 
his approbation: it beiug first endorsed on the Bill, certify- 
ing ia which House the same originated, which endorseinerit 
ee be signed by the Secretary or Clerk, as the safe ME 
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“9. All orders, resolutions and votes which are to be pre- 
sented tothe Governor for his approbation, shall also in the 
same manner be previously enrolled, examined and signed, 
and shall be presented in the same manner and by the same 
‘committee as provided in the case of Bills. ees 

10. When leave shall be given in either Housé-to bring i in 
a Bill, information thereof, stating the style of the. Bill, shall 
be communicated by message to the other Hose." z 

When Bills passed inone House and sent ta the other, 
are OMe on special facts requiring proof, -either House 
may, by message, require of the other, the evidence or docu- 


ments upon which said Bills are grounded, which shall be ün“. 
mediately communicated. Le 
12. There shall be a joint committee of claims, and a 


- joint committee of accounts, each to consist of five members 
of the House of Representatives and three members of the 
Senate. 

13. The fees of sergeant at arms shall be for every ar- 
rest one dollar, for each day's custody and releasement one 
‘dollar; and for travelling expenses, going and returning, ten 
cents per mile. 


Which report was received and agreed to by the Senate. 
On motion of Mr. Scott, 

Ordered, That fifty copies of the Rules of the Senate be 
printed; also, ‘fifty copies of the Rules of the twe Houses. 

Mr. Clement appeared and took his seat. 

On motion of Mr. Nicholson, 

The following Resolution was adopted, viz: 

‘Resolved, That until the Revised Code be finally acted 
on and disposed of, at the present Session of the General As- 
sembly, no Bill, Resolution, or other Motion, leading to the 
introduction ofa Pill, not intended to be incorporated i in said 
f Code, shall be received or discussed in this House. 

Ordered, That the Secretary inform the House of Repre- 
sentatives thereof.

The Senate met according to adjournment, 
A Message, from the Governor, by Mr. Leake, his private 
Secretary. i 


Mr. Presipent, 


1 am directed to deliver 4 written communication from the 
Governor to the Senate. ; 
And then he withdrew. 
Whereupon,— i 
The Communication was read, and is as follows: 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives.’ 


IN meeting the General Assemby on this oc- 
casion, I cannot deny myself the pleasure of ex- 
pens my extreme sensibility at the high evi- 

ence of the confidence reposed in me by my fel- 
low-citizens in the State, which has been afforded 
in the free exercise of their elective franchise, by 
which they have placed me in the high and im- 
portant station wich I at present occupy in their 
service ; and which commands my best exertions 
- to promote their interests, and secure their gener- 
al happiness and prosperity. These objects will 
be kept steadily in view, and claim my constant at- 
tention; and, although I feel sensible that from 
the weakness of my abilities, I shall occasionally 
err in discharging the various duties imposed en 
me by the constitution and laws of the state, yet I 
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‘look with some degree of confidence for that in- 
dulgence and charity for unintentional errors, on 
which the suffrages of my fellow-citizens have in- 
duced me to rely, and for that aid and support 
from the Legislature, of which I shall stand so 
much in need. 

It is not my intention, on this occasion to recom- 
mend to your consideration, general subjects of 
legislation, since it is believed to have been the 
object of the General Assembly, in adjourning to 
meet at this time, to confine their deliberations 
principally to the code of laws, which has been 
revised and consolidated by the Honorable George 
Poindexter, in conformity with the provisions of 
an acs of the general assembly, entitled “ An act, 
to revise and consolidate the statutes of the state,” 
passed onthe 12th, February 1821; and of an 
act supplemental thereto, passsd on the 27th day 
of November, 1821; which work, I have the plea- 
sure of informing the general assembly, has been 
completed, and is herewith transmitted tothe house 
of representatives, together with a copy of a letter 
written by the reviser, advising me of the comple- 
tion of the work, agreeably to the provisions of the 
aforesaid acts. From the known talents, the tried 
integrity, and great assiduity of the gentleman 
who was selected by the general assembly, to 
perform the arduous task of revising.and consoli- 
dating the statutes of the state, we may fairly pre- 
sume that this work will furnish a system of laws, 
easily understood, and well calculated to secure 
the happiness, and protect the lives, liberty, pro- 
perty and reputation of our fellow-citizens. 
Other objects, however, may claim a portion of the 
attention of the general assembly ; but these will 
readily suggest themselves to your consideration, 
‘without the aid of executive recommendation. 

I transmit to the general assembly, a commu- 
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nication which I have had the honor to receive 
from His Excellency, the Governor of the state of 
Kentucky, and also ene from His Excellency, the 
Governor of the state of New-Jersey; with reports 
and resolutions adopted by the legislatures of 
ihoss states, at their last sessions, in “relation 
to an appropriation of a portion of the public lands 
of the Uniied States, as a means of creating a fund 
for promoting education, and to the right of the 
several states of the Union to a part of the same for 
that purpose.” By which reports and resolutions 
ihey seek to procure the passage of an act of con- 
gress, “to appropriate to the use of those states, for 
the purpose ef education, such a part of the public 
lands of the United States, as may be equitable 
and just.” 

En submitting these documents to the general as- 
sembly, L feel constrained to submit with them, 
afew remarks expressive of my own sentiments 
on the principles contended for therein. Although 
no arguments are used in these documents, to 
prove ‘the position contended for, yct the legisla- 
tures of those states rely on “the facts stated, and 
the arguments used in” certain reports and resolu- 
tions which they had received by communications 
from the legislatures of the states of Maryland 
and New- Hampshire. Not having received any 
communication from either of the Tast mentioned 
states, Í have not their arguments before me; and 
although I have seen extracts from the report of 
the legislature of Maryland in the public prints, 
which are presumed to be correct, yet as a consid- 
erable time has elapsed since I saw them, I have 
not now such a distinct recollection of them, as to 
refer to them, with any degree of accracy. It is 
believed, however, tkat the report of the Maryland 
legislature assumes the principle that the reserva- 
tion by congress of the sixteenth scction in each 
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township, is to be regarded as a grant or dona- 
tion to the new states and territories, within which 
ihey are situated. But it would seem that this as- 
sumption cannot be sustained by any fair process 
of reasoning. If we take a view of the whole sys- 
tem for the survey and sale of the public lands, we 
shall find it commencing in the year 1785, under 
the old confederation, at a time when the United 
States were pressed by a heavy debt, which they 
had no means of paying, unless the sale of the pub- 
lic tands could be effected. The congress 
could lay no taxes, duties, imposts or excises; 
they could only apportion the federal debt among 
the several states of the. confederacy, and make 
requisitions of the states for their several propor- 
tions of that debt; withont the power of enforcing 
the payment of the requisitions thus made; and, 
if the several states did not find it convenient, nor 
choose to pay the amount required of them, the 
treasury of the United States must necessarily 
have remained without the means of discharging 
the national debt; and the credit of the nation must; 
of course, have diminished in proportion to the 
want of means for its support. This was the ac- 
tual state.of things, when the system for the sur- 
vey and sale of the public lands, was adopted, in 
the year 1785; and which has been since amended 
or modified by several subsequent: acts of con- 
gress. By this system the-pubtic lands are direct- 
ed io be surveyed and laid off into townships of 
six niles square, and each township subdivided 
into sections of one mile square, making in the 
whole, thirty-six sections; the sixteenth section, 
which is near the centre of the township, is reserv- 
ed in perpetuity “ for the use of schools,” within - 
each township. It is not granted- to the state or 
territory in which it lies, bat, the title still remains 
in the United States, and it,is held by them in 
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trust for the use and benefit of the inhabitants of” 
the particular township in which it is reserved. 
In adopting this system, it was deemed necessary 
by the congress, in order to induce persons to pur- 
chase and settle within the territories in which the 
public lands were situated, to annex certain pri- 
vileges and advantages to the lands offered: for 
sale. One of those advantages was the reservation 
of the sixteenth section in each township for the 
support of schools within the same; thus confin- 
ing the advantage to the particular township in 
which the reservation is made. Another privilege 
or advantage was, that the inhabitants should be 
erected into a state so soon as their number should 
amount to sixty thousand, or sooner, if congress 
should think proper to admit them; and, in the 
mean time, that a territorial government should be 
established over them, in order to protect them in 
the enjoyment of their rights and privileges ; and 
that the same should be administered entirely at 
the expense of the United States. And it is be- 
jieved that the several territorial governments 
have, on an average, cost the United States, six 
or seven thousand dollars each, per annum; and, 
if the states, which now claim the appropriation of 
lands for the purpose of education, are entitled to 
such appropriations, they are equally entitled to 
an appropriation of money in proportion to their 
numbers, equal to the appropriations which have 
been made for the support of the territorial govern- 
ments. 

But, if we take into consideration the situation 
in which the United States were placed at the time, 
of adepting.the system for the survey and sale of 
the public lands—having a. heavy debt to pay, 
without money, and without the means of procur- 
ing money, except by the sale of the public lands ; 
man it be considered. strange that the congress 
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should have held out these inducements to purcha-. 
sers to setile the lands, and thereby enhance the 
value of the lands which remained unsold? For 
the public lands were of value to the United States 
only as they were brou ght into market, and convert- 
ed into money. These reservations then of the 
sixteenth section in each township, and the es- 
tablishment of territorial governments and defray- 
ing the expenses of the same, were annexed: as 
benefits and advantages to the public lands, be- 
fore their sale. And I hold it to be a sonad max- 
im, that whatever privilege, benefit or advantage 
is annexed to any real estate by the proprietor, 

prior to the salz, passes as one of its appurtenan- 
ces by the sale, and is taken into the estimate of 
the price given by the purchaser, and is in fact, a 
sale, for a valuable consideration, and cannot by 
any fair construction be considered as a donation. 
Thus if the proprietor of a tract of land shouid 
jay off a town thereon, with spacious streets and 
alleys, and sheuld sell the lots, the streets and al- 
leys would pass as the common property of the 
purchasers of the lots, and could not be again re- 
sumed by the former proprietor; yet they have not 
been conveyed to the purchasers of the lots, but 
are to be considered as a privilege, benefit and ad- 
vantage annexed to the lots prior to the sale, and 
pass as incidents and appurtenances to the lots so 
sold, and the vendor is considered to have receiv-. 
ed a full consideration for them, in the‘purchase 
money, specified in his deed ; which, without these 
appurtenances, would not have sold for the price, 
which, with them, the purchaser was induced to 
give. —If this. be a sound maxim, then have the 
purchasers of thelands within each towns hip, g given 
` ‘a valuable “consideration for the-benelits to ‘be -de- 
rived‘from the reservation,of the sixteenth section. 
: Aud; if they have thi paid a valuable considére- 
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tion, would it be equitable and just to give the 
states in which no public lands are situated, with- 
-out any consideration, lands equal in amount (ac- 
cording to their respective limits) to the reserva- 
tions in the new states and territories, for which 
the inhabitants have given a fair price? 

It ought not to be forgotten, that the public lands 
form a source of the public revenue; and if a por- 
tion of them equa! in amount to the reservations in 
the new states and territories, should be granted to 
the old states without any consideration, it would 
withdraw from the United States a portion of its 
revenue equal to the value of the lauds thus grant- 
ed; which revenue must be supplied by the inhab- 
itants of the United States generally ; and the in- 
habitants of the new states and territories must 
bear their equal proportion thereof; and thuswould 
they be compelled, after having paid a valuable 
consideration for the reservations in their own 
states and territories, to pay their proportion ofthe 
value of the lands thus gratuitously given to the 
old states. Nor is this the only injustice which 
woùld result to the new states from the establish- 
ment of the principles contended for by the report 
of the legislatures of Kentucky and New-Jersey. 
fn their report they rely on the apparent correct- 
ness of a document received from the State of Ma- 
ryland, by which, it appears, “that the whole a- 
mount of literary appropriations made to the new 
states ‘and territories, will amount to 14.576.569 
acres, that the additional amount required to ex- 
tend the,same system to those states for wKich ho 
such appropriations have yet been made, would be 
‘9,370,760 acres, estimating the whole quantity of 
-unsold.lands, yet owned by the: United States, at 
4,000,000 acres.” ee ee 
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It is presumed that this estimate includes all-the 


stnappropriated lands of the Upited States, as well 
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` those on the eastern side of the Mississippi, as. 
those in the more extensive regions, west of that 
river.—Thus anticipating the sale and settlement 
of every acre of those vast and unexplored regions, 
and charging the new states, both those which al- 
ready exist, and those which they anticipate will 
hereafter exist, with one thirty-sixth part of the 
whole, in order to make, out for themselves, a title 
to that portion which they claim, and which they 
wish to have set off to them within the settled states 
and territories. Again; it is a fact, which onght 
not to have escaped the recollection of those states 
which set up this claim; that, in almost all the 
new states, before the territories in which they 
have been erected, became the property of the 
United States, that large grants were made to in- 
dividuals by the governments having jurisdiction 
over them, which grants cover a great portion of 
the most fertile and valuable lands in the state, and. 
in which no such reservations were made; and. 
that a great portion of the public lands, yet un- 
sold, consists of barren lands, of rocky mountains 
and sterile plains. ~And, moreover, it is a fact 
well known, that in most of the new states, and 
territories, and especially, in the vast territory 
west of the Mississippi, extending to the Pacific 
ocean, numerous tribes of Indians reside, whose 
claim must be extinguished before the lands can 
be sold and settled by the United States ; and, in- 
deed it is difficult to conceive how the whole of the 
Indian title ean ever be extinguished, for the In- 
dians must have a place of residence so long as 
they exist; and unless they bcome extinct them- 
se.ves, their claim can never be wholly extinguish- 
ed. Yet the whole of their lands are taken into 
the estimate by. the states which contend for their . 
proportion of these reservations, in order to: swell, 
the reservations charged to the new states.and ter- 
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trilories, to 14,576,569 acres; which at $2 per 
acre, will amount to the sum of $29,153,189. Al- 
though two dollars an acre has been, until very 
lately, the minimum price at which the public lands 
have been sold, aud a considerable portion of them 
have far exceeded that price; yet it is believed the 
whole amount of sales of {he public lands will not 
amount to that sum, notwithstanding a peried of 
upwards of thirty five years has elapsed since the 
commencement ef the sales. during which time, a 
number of new states, and territories have been 
formed by the purchasers.of the public lands, and 
their population has increased with a rapidity, 
well caleulated to give strength and durability to 
the Union, and protect our extensive frontiers from 
savage wars and foreign invasion. 

These argumenis and facts, though many more 
might be adduced, apppear to me to be abundant- 
ly ‘sufficient to shew the groundless nature of the 
claim set up by those stales, who contend for the 
principle set forth ja the resolutions of Kentucky 
and New-Jersey: and clearly demonstrate, that 
the reservation of one section in each township can- 
not be considered as a donation to the states in 
which they are situated 5 but are to be regarded as 
a privilege, henelit or advantage armexed by the 
Congress, to the lands in each township, prior te 
the sale, as an inducement held out to ail persons 
to purchase and settle the lands, and for which the 
United States have received a full consideration in 
the sale of the otker lands within the township. 

E would, however, be far from imputing any im- 
pure motives to those with whom this proposition 
hus originated: and F hesitate not to say that I 
believe the Legislatures of Kentucky and New- 
Jersey, as well as the Legislatures of all the other 

states, W bieh have a dopted the principles contend- 
“ed for in this extraordinary claim, have been actu- 
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ated by a laudable desire for the promotion of ed- 
ucation and the general diffusion of know ledge 
throughout the United States; but, in pursuing 
objects of so much interest, they seemed to have 
overlooked the unsoundness of the principles for 
which they contend.
